The Duval County Federation for Constitutional 
Goyernment is in reality a paper organization. Funds for 
it's operation are solicited through voluntary contributions 
and are used for printing, postage, telephone and the 
expense of maintaining a representative at Tallahassee, 
Fla. , during the State Legislative session. 

It does not hold regu|.ar meetings. The last 
meeting was held at the Seminolci Hotel in Jacksonville, 
Fla. , on 9/25/62. This meeting, as are all meetings, was 
a public affair. The speaker was W. P. STUBE, JR., Vice 
President of the Christian Anti-Communism Crusader, who 
is also president of Mid-American Life Insurance Co., 
Houston , Texas . 

There has been no indication that this group is 
infiltrated by the KKK or any other hate group, although 
klan members are known to have been in attendance at meet- 
ings. Nothing has come to the attention of this office 
to indicate that this group has any potential violence.
